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WE NEED THE PROFIT MOTIVE 
An autho rity o n retailing po ints o ut that 
hll sales pro mo tio n and merchandising ac­ 
tiv ities hav e sev eral impo rtant functio ns. 
One is to attract pro spectiv e custo mers. An­ 
o ther is to serv e pro ducers—farmers, manu­ 
facturers, pro cesso rs. Still ano ther is to 
serv e the custo mers well and thus earn their 
go o d will and renewed patro nage. And still 
ano ther is to make a pro fit. 
.The left-wingers, o f co urse, alway s shake 
their heads in anguish and disgust when the 
pro fit mo tiv e is mentio ned in co nnectio n with 
any business. What they co nstantly o v erlo o k 
is that the pro fit mo tiv e lies at the ro o t o f

It is co mmo n practice in Euro pe to name 
streets after famo us perso ns o r places. 
There are sev eral Av enue Eisenho wers in 
Euro pe and sev eral streets were named in 
ho no r o f Franklin D. Ro o sev elt. 
So metimes this desire to be co mplimen­ 
tary can cause co nfusio n. Cities so metimes 
giv e a number o f famo us names to the same 
street, adding a new’ name ev ery place the 
street makes a slight turn. One street in a 
Parisian suburb is named at v ario us parts 
o f its length after Clemenceau, de Gaulle, 
Wo o dro w Wilso n and Stalin. This pleases 
peo ple o f all shades o f po litical o pinio n but 
makes it difficult fo r the stranger who sim­ 
ply wants to kno w where he is go ing.

WHO IS J. B. MATTHEWS? 
The ex citemen t caused by Dr. J. B. M atthews’ 
article in the “American M ercury ” about the in ­ 
filtration of Commun ists in to the churches, raises 
the question as to who this man is. I have kn own 
M atthews for n early 20 y ears. Hb is the greatest 
authority in the Un ited States on the Subject of 
Marx ism an d its in filtration in to this coun try . He 
has been on both sid es of the question , although 
n ever a party member. It has been largely d ue to 
his efforts sin ce 1936 that step by step every move 
of the Commun ists has been met by a coun ter­ 
move by the an ti-Commun ists. 
It is because of his tremen d ous services to this 
cause an d to the coun try that a testimon ial d in n er 
was given in his hon or last win ter at which ail 
shad es of an ti-Commun ists, from socialists to re­ 
action aries, atten d ed . It was the first time that 
these person s of vary in g opin ion s could be got to­ 
gether un d er on e roof. 
M atthsws is an American of old stock. He was 
bom in Hopkin sville, Ken tucky ; ed ucated at As- 
bury College 
(A.B.); Drew Un iversity 
(B.A.); 
Un ion Theological Semin ary (S.T.M.); Columbia 
Un iversity (M.A.); an d the School of Orien tal 
Lan guages at the Un iversity of Vien n a (Ph.D.); 
ord ain ed as d eacon of Method ist Church in Sin ga­ 
pore by Bishop W. E. Robin son of In d ia. He is a 
Fellow of the Roy al Geographical Society of En g­ 
lan d (1926) after he had d on e several y ears of re­ 
search on the geography of Chin a, In d on esia an d 
Africa for a World Atlas published in Ed in burgh. 
A lin guist, he has specialized in man y field s, 
such as Hebrew’ an d Arabic, Dutch an d Malay , 
Sud an ese, Persian , San scrit an d man y other lan ­ 
guages. Perhaps his greatest achievemen t in this 
field was the tran slation of a Protestan t hy mn al 
in to Malay . He lived in Java, for a time, as a 
teacher. 
M atthews moved toward 4he Left through the 
Christian movemen t, the Fellowship of Recon ­ 
ciliation , which, in turn , brought him close to the 
Quakers. Durin g the most activi period of the 
Un ited Fron t, Matthews came in to close con tact 
with the American Commun ist 
movemen t, al­ 
though he n ever became a party member. 
My first acquain tan ce with him was sometime 
in 1936 when he became actively an ti-Commun ist. 
He, for in stan ce, told me, as far back as that, 
about the Harold Ware cell whicn was in filtratin g 
our govern men t. He gave me the list of the origin al 
ten members, in clud in g Alger Hiss, which I have 
often published in this column . The list proved *o 
be correct in the testimon y ad d uced d urin g the 
Hiss trials. 
On e d ay in 1938, Stephen Birmin gham, a d e­ 
tective, called on me on behalf of the n ewly formed 
Dies Committee. He asked me to meet with the 
Committee to d iscuss the n ature- of Commun ist 
pen etration . He said that his Committee wished 
to d o a thorough stud y , but the members of the 
Committee an d its staff were n ot ad equately in ­ 
formed on the subject an d could n ot evaluate the 
d ata that came before them. 
I replied that I could n ot be their man . I kn ew 
.ac^ v’fiy fro™ first-han d ex perien ce in Rus­ 
sia, Chin a, Japan an d other Asiatic coun tries. But 
I kn ew little of American Commun ism, havin g 
been out of the coun try 13 con secutive y ears. I 
makin g a s*uc^ ’ 
tbe movemen t un d er great 
d ifficulties. However, I said , there was on e man 
who kn ew American Commun ism, Dr. J. B. Mat­ 
thews. Thus Matthews join ed the Dies Committee 
There are men who believe that thev kn ow ali 
about Commun ism because they have 'read Karl 
M arx ’s “Commun ist Man ifesto,” published in 1948, 
an d they d id n ot like it. That is like believin g that 
i ^ stud ied algebra in high school, on e can 
Bertran d Russell’s “Prin cipia M athematica” 
with in telligen ce. Commun ism is an in tricate, con ­ 
spiratorial, revolution ary , world -wid e movemen t 
with complex in tellectual an d emotion al ramifica- 
i q 
i u 
tG ?°Yotfd m>'self 10 this subject sin ce 
1916 when I stud ied Marx ism at Columbia Un iver­ 
sity ’ un d er Professor Simkhovitch. I was presen t 
m Petrograd d urin g the first y ear of the Bolshevik 
Revolution . I kn ew most of the lead ers, in clud in g 
Stalin . I spen t 13 y ears stud y in g this movemen t in 
Asia, as closely as an y bod y there. 
Yet. I should n ot say that my kn owled ge or 
ex perien ce^ in this field is comparable with that cf 
Dr. J. B. Matthews. A meticulous worker, his files 
are so complete that man y check their d ata agaim t 
rus files. Matthews is respected by every person 
who works in this field .

CAMPAIGN AGAINST TUBERCULOSIS 
Man y may remember when Board s of Health 
were first established , as it usually followed some 
severe epid emic, such as d iphtheria, smallpox , scar­ 
let fever or other d iseases of child ren . As it was 
foun d that proper san itation an d isolation were 
n ecessary , the health officer’s d uties were con fin ed 
mostly to laboratories an d apply in g the fin d in gs 
of the bacteriologists to con trol epid emics. 
In The American Journ al of Public Health, 
New’ York, Dr. B. F. Mattison states that the work 
of the Board of Health of an y commun ity , while 
still try in g to preven t epid emics, has much less of 
this to d o tod ay as a d ifferen t pattern ex ists. “Most 
serious commun icable d iseases have been whittled 
d own to the van ishin g poin t, even d urin g in fan cy . 
Ven ereal d isease (gon orrhea an d sy philis) has fallen 
off rapid ly an d even the erad ication of tuberculosis 
seems to be in sight.” 
Some id ea of the great progress bein g mad e in 
the preven tion an d cure of tuberculosis is pro­ 
vid ed by Dr. Louis I. Dublin ’s book, “A Forty Year 
Campaign Again st Tuberculosis,” published by the 
Metropolitan Life In suran ce Compan y , New York 
city . For 40 y ears this compan y has taken an 
aggressive an d con structive part in the fight. 
Forty ,y ears ago, tuberculosis was the lead in g 
cause of d eath an d it accoun ted for a high propor­ 
tion of the d eath claims paid by the compan y . 
It was, at the same time, a d isruptive force of the 
compan y itself, bein g respon sible for much pro­ 
lon ged d isability as well as d eath an d econ omic 
d isaster to the compan y ’s employ es. 
Naturally , 
the 
Metropolitan 
Life 
In suran ce 
Compan y tackled the problem of tuberculosis by 
case-fin d in g, operatin g a tuberculosis san atorium, 
program d emon stration an d abun d an ce of research. 
The success of this campaign again st tubercu­ 
losis is shown by the aban d on men t, for lack of fur­ 
ther n eed , of its own vitally im portan t san atorium. 
W hat is the most im poratn t part of the work of 
the Board of Health tod ay ? ‘T he most im portan t 
curren t health problems are accid en ts, heart an d 
blood vessel d iseases, can cer, d iabetes, an d the 
d egen erative con d ition s associated with agin g 
. . . ” 
Because of these chan ges in the d uties of Health 
Board s, Dr. Mattison shows that these problems 
an d health ed ucation of the agin g should receive 
more atten tion from presen t-d ay health d epart­ 
men ts. 
By preven tin g d isease an d len gthen in g the life 
span , phy sician s are faced with the task bf makin g 
life easier an d happier for the agin g.

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WE NEED THE PROFIT MOTIVE 
An authority on retailing points out that 
hll sales promotion and merchandising ac­ 
tivities have several important functions. 
One is to attract prospective customers. An­ 
other is to serve producers—farmers, manu­ 
facturers, processors. Still another is to 
serve the customers well and thus earn their 
good will and renewed patronage. And still 
another is to make a profit. 
The left-wingers, of course, always shake 
their heads in anguish and disgust when the 
profit motive is mentioned in connection with 
any business. What they constantly overlook 
is that the profit motive lies at the root of 
our living standards. Men did not spend the 
energy and the time and the money and take 
the risks that finally resulted in our splen­ 
did system of retailing just for fun. It was 
done in the hope of making a profit. 
Incidentally, that profit is nowhere near 
as great as you may think. In 1952, to give 
one typical illustration, the nation’s depart­ 
ment stores with a volume of over a million 
dollars averaged earnings after taxes of 2.3 
per cent of their sales, the lowest figure in 
19 years except for 1938. That means that 
only a trifle more than two cents out of each 
dollar you spent with them stayed with the 
owners—all the rest went to buy merchan­ 
dise, pay wages and taxes, and to meet other 
necessary expenses. 


STREETS AND NAMES

important 
thoroughfare 
in 
West 
Berlin has been re-named “Street of June 
17th,” in commemoration of the revolts 
against communism which started in East 
Germany on that date. 
It is common practice in Europe to name 
streets after famous persons or places. 
There are several Avenue Eisenhowers in 
Europe and several streets were named in 
honor of Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
Sometimes this desire to be complimen­ 
tary can cause confusion. Cities sometimes 
give a number of famous names to the same 
street, adding a new name every place the 
street makes a slight turn. One street in a 
Parisian suburb is named at various parts 
of its length after Clemenceau, de Gaulle, 
Woodrow Wilson and Stalin. This pleases 
people of all shades of political opinion but 
makes it difficult for the stranger who sim­ 
ply wants to know where he is going. 
There are drawbacks to the European sys­ 
tem of picking street names. But the prac­ 
tice there is at least more imaginative than 
merely naming them by number or calling 
them Broad Street or Main Street as is so 
often done in our country.

WHO IS J. B. MATTHEWS? 
The excitement caused by Dr. J. B. Matthews’ 
article in the “American Mercury” about the in­ 
filtration of Communists into the churches, raises 
the question as to who this man is. I have known 
Matthews for nearly 20 years. He is the greatest 
authority in the United States on the subject of 
Marxism and its infiltration into this country. He 
has been on both sides of the question, although 
never a party member. It has been largely due to 
his efforts since 1936 that step by step every move 
of the Communists has been met by a counter­ 
move by the anti-Communists. 
It is because of his tremendous services to this 
cause and to the country that a testimonial dinner 
was given in his honor last winter at which all 
shades of anti-Communists, from socialists to re­ 
actionaries, attended. It was the first time that 
these persons of varying opinions could be got to­ 
gether under one roof. 
Matthews is an American of old stock. He was 
bom in Hopkinsville, Kentucky; educated at As- 
bury College 
(A.B.); 
Drew University 
(B.A.); 
Union Theological Seminary (S.T.M.); Columbia 
University (M.A.); and the School of Oriental 
Languages at the University of Vienna (Ph.D.); 
ordained as deacon of Methodist Church in Singa­ 
pore by Bishop W. E. Robinson of India. He is a 
Fellow of the Royal Geographical Society of Eng­ 
land (1926) after he had done several years of re­ 
search on the geography of China, Indonesia and 
Africa for a World Atlas published in Edinburgh. 
A linguist, he has specialized in many fields, 
such as Hebrew and Arabic, Dutch and Malay, 
Sudanese, Persian, Sanscrit and many other lan­ 
guages. Perhaps his greatest achievement in this 
field was the translation of a Protestant hymnal 
into Malay. He lived in Java, for a time, as a 
teacher. 
Matthews moved toward 4he Left through the 
Christian movement, 
the Fellowship of Recon­ 
ciliation, which, in turn, brought him close to the 
Quakers. During the most active 
period of the 
United Front, Matthews came into close contact 
with 
the American 
Communist 
movement, 
al­ 
though he never became a party member. 
My first acquaintance w'ith him was sometime 
in 1936 when he became actively anti-Communist. 
He, foi instance, told me, as far back as that, 
about the Harold Ware cell whicn was infiltrating 
our government. He gave me *he list of the original 
ten members, including Alger Hiss, which I have 
often published in this column. The list proved ’o 
be correct in the testimony adduced during the 
Hiss trials. 
One day in 1938, Stephen Birmingham, a de­ 
tective, called on me on behalf of the newly formed 
Dies Committee. lie asked me to meet with the 
Committee to discuss the nature of Communist 
penetration. He said that his Committee wished 
to do a thorough study, but the members of the 
Committee and its staff were not adequately in­ 
formed on the subject and could not evaluate the 
data that came before them. 
I replied that I could not be their man. I knew 
of this activity from first-hand experience in Rus­ 
sia, China, Japan and other Asiatic countries. But 
I knew little of American Communism, having 
been out of the country 13 consecutive years. I 
was making a study of the movement under great 
difficulties. However, I said, there was one man 
who knew American Communism, Dr. J. B. Mat­ 
thew's. Thus Matthews joined the Dies Committee. 
There are men who believe that they know all 
about Communism because they have read Karl 
Marx’s “Communist Manifesto,” published in 1948, 
and they did not like it. That is like believing that 
havirig studied algebra in high school, one can 
read Bertrand Russell’s “Principia Mathematica” 
with intelligence. Communism is an intricate, con­ 
spiratorial, revolutionary, world-wide movement, 
with complex intellectual and emotional ramifica­ 
tions. I have devoted myself to this subject since 
1916 when I studied Marxism at Columbia Univer­ 
sity under Professor Simkhovitch. I was present 
in Petrograd during the first w ear of the Bolshevik 
Revolution. I knew most of the leaders, including 
Stalin. I spent 13 years studying this movement in 
Asia, as closely as anybody there. 
. 
Yet, I should not say that my knowledge or 
experience in this field is comparable with that cf 
Dr. J. B. Matthews. A meticulous worker, his files 
are so complete that many check their data against 
his files. Matthew’s is respected by every person 
who works in this field.

STRANGE DISAPPEARANCE 
The curious disappearance of strange ani­ 
mals, sometimes lasting for centuries and 
eventually followed by their rediscovery, 
perplexes scientists.

HONOR FOR A NEGRO 
For the first time a Negro has been elected 
president of the National Health Associa­ 
tion. He is Dr. Albert W. Dent, president of 
Dillard University in New Orleans. He was 
a delegate to the first World Health Assem­ 
bly at Geneva, Switzerland in 1948 and for 
two years served as president of the National 
Tuberculosis League. 
There is evidence that racial prejudice is 
abating but it is still unusual for a Negro to 
receive an honor as high as that paid to Dr. 


CAMPAIGN AGAINST TUBERCULOSIS 
Many may remember when Boards of Health 
were first established, as it usually followed some 
severe epidemic, such as diphtheria, smallpox, scar­ 
let fever or other diseases of children. As it was 
found that proper sanitation and isolation were 
necessary, the health officer’s duties were confined 
mostly to laboratories and applying the findings 
of the bacteriologists to control epidemics. 
In The American Journal of Public Health, 
New York, Dr. B. F. Mattison states that the work 
of the Board of Health of any community, while 
still trying to prevent epidemics, has much less of 
this to do today as a different pattern exists. “Most 
serious communicable diseases have been whittled 
down to the vanishing point, even during infancy. 
Venereal disease (gonorrhea and syphilis) has fallen 
off rapidly and even the eradication of tuberculosis 
seems to be in sight.’’ 
Some idea of the great progress being made in 
the prevention and cure of tuberculosis is pro- 
i vided by Dr. Louis I. Dublin's book, “A Forty Year 
| Campaign Against Tuberculosis,” published by the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, New York 
city. For 40 years this company has taken an 
aggressive and constructive part in the fight. 
Forty ,years ago, tuberculosis was the leading 
cause of death and it accounted for a high propor­ 
tion of the death claims paid by the company.

White Plains, July 9 (A5)—State 
Supreme Court Justice Elbert T. 
Gallagher has upheld the consti- 
j tutionality of the Metcalf-Hatch 
| Act which permits seizure of un- 
! claimed dogs for scientific experi­ 
ments.

Gallagher ruled yesterday in a 
suit filed by the Westchester Dog 
Protective Association, 
Inc., 
of 
White Plains, and the Dog Owners 
Association of New York State, 
Inc., of Cross River. 
Herman 
E. Hilleboe, state com­ 
missioner 
of health, 
had been 
named defendant in the suit on 
grounds that his confiscation of 
dogs from their pounds was a 
violation 
of charter 
and con­ 
tractual 
obligations 
of 
the 
as­ 
sociations. 
Gallagher said the societies did 
not base their objections on anti­ 
vivisection grounds. Three of their 
six 
contentions, 
he 
said, 
were 
predicated on the assumption that 
the 
societies 
had had property 
rights in the impounded animals. 
Rights With Owners 
He held that the property rights 
remain in the original owners who 
if they desired, could take steps to 
obtain the release of the requisi­ 
tioned animals.
